Yosemite Valley Which Gave Birth 
to a New Mountain Avalanche 
Talus W hile Ho Looked. 


"A 
noble 
earthquake! 
A 
noble 
earthquake!" 
exclaimed John 
Muir, 
when he was awakened at half-past 
two o’clock of a moonlit morning in 
the Yosemite valley. 
For years he 
had believed that the many great ava­ 
lanche taluses 
leaning against 
the 
walls of the valley at intervals of a 
mile or two, had been caused by an 
earthquake at least three centuries 
before, and here was his chance to 
make some observations. 
Never be­ 
fore had he enjoyed a storm of this 
sort, but the strange, thrilling motion 
could not be mistaken, and so he ran 
out of his cabin, both glad and fright­ 
ened as he made his exclamation. 
"I'he shocks were so violent and 
varied, and succeeded on another so 
closely," he writes In the Century, 
"that I had to balan<*e myself care­ 
fully in walking, us lf on the deck 
of a ship among waves. Rtid it seemed 
impossible that Hie high cliffs of the 
valley 
could cscat*** being shattered. 
In particular I feared that tile sheer- 
fronted Sentinel rock, towering above 
my cabin, would be shaken down, and 
I took shelter back of a I arg - yellow’ 
pine. hoping that It might protect me 
from at least the smaller outboundlng 
boulders." 
The most impressive part of his de­ 
scription is of Ute sounds. 
"It was a 
calm, moonlight night," he says, "and 
no sound was heard for the first min- 
ut« or so save low, muffled, bubbling 
underground rumblings, and the whis­ 
pering and rustling of the agitated 
trees, as if Nature wore holding her 
breath 
Then suddenly out of 
the 
strange silence and strange motion 
the*c came a tremendous roar.

Eagle rock, on the south wall about 
half a mile up the valley, gave way, 
and I saw ii falling in thousands of

The aound waR so 
tremendously deep and broad and e a r ­ 
nest that the whole earth, like a liv­ 
ing creature, seemed at last to have 
found voice, and to be calling to her 
■later planets.

I he search for a cotton substitute 
lias been going on in Europe for a 
long time, and 
many 
experiments 
have been made with the common net 
I He. which has been a promising plant 
on account of the strength of its fiber 
and its ready growth wild under the 
most discouraging conditions, with a 
large yield per acre. 
The great dim- 
eulty lias been in separating the fiber 
from the woody stem. 
In a method 
of treatment that has been worked out 
in the last two or three years, the 
dried nettle stems are bolled about 
half an hour In dilute soda lye. and 
the loosened fibers are then separated 
in a machine with revolving brushes. 
The material is then subjected to a 
number of alternate boilings in dilute 
I Jyo and thorough washings. both un 
der high pressure. 
The product Is a 
mass of yellowish fibers, free 
from 
gum, that can be bleached, combed, 
and spun into lustrous white yarn. 
This Is claimed to have the smooth­ 
ness and softness of 
flax,

strength even greater than that of 
hemp.
